Speaking of the country about Crab 
’ Orchard, Geo. Geotrr, who was school- 
ed among tbe fields aod hills of this 
beautiful spot, says:

Report* from the grounds arc to the 
effect that qualh aud foxes are more 
abundant than in years It I* tinted 
that there are plenty of foxes and that 
It will not be necessary to bring along 
any captured ones, but of course we 
might need them. Men seeking a va- 
riety of sports consider Crab Orchard 
Springs one of tbe best locations In 
Kentucky. It was a famous bunting 
ground of Col. Dick Gentry, the revo- 
lutionary soldier, whose remains He 
burled In sight of the grounds, and his 
> sons, Joseph Geotry, Kobert Gentry, 
and others Of more recent dale the 
noted Folnt Level hunters. Arch and 
Steve Walker, have bunted over this 
^ country and add praise to its merits. 
By the way, this was the famous bunt- 
ing ground of the noted Wash Mauplo, 
the greatest of all Kentucky fox hunt- 
ers. From every side you will hear 
that Man pi n was the greatest woods- 
men of bis time aod I guess this was 
v t-ue. The Heed# were great woodsmen 
aod In tbe present day there areanum- 
ber of good hunters, but Maupin was 
tbe pioneer hunter.

The brief space of lime Intervening 
the assault upon tbe life of President 
McKinley end the conviction of hi* a«- 
Mssin bM proven a prolific theme of 
general comment throughout tbe coun- 
try. Metropolitan newspapers have 
deemed both the fact of the speedy 
trial and the expressed approbation of 
It of sufficient importance to lustlfy tbe 
. collection and reproduction of all ac- 
cessible commentaries. The majority 
of these rind In the simple fact of a 
speedy trial an evidence of an awaken- 
ed sense of public duty In the judiciary 
as well as In the juries. Without at all 
discounting this view, aod freely con- 
curring In the Implied accusation that 
both judges and jurors often need a 
stimulus to more determined efforts to 
prevent crime by speedier trials and 
the Infliction of more adequate puutsb- 
ments, it would seem that a better les- 
son is taught by the quick conviction 
of Czulgosz than the one which lies so 
plainly on the surface. It Is a lesson 
which the people should learn for 
themselves and faithfully endeavor to 
put In practice. They should become 
pupils as well as teachers. It Is quite 
an easy task, as It Is quite an old prac- 
tice, to harangue courts and juries 
about their duties to the public. This 
has been done so long and so repeated 
ly that the wonder Is that these tribu- 
nals have not been made callous by tbe 
perfunctory chastisement. But let us 
look a little further than this. Why Is 
it that the assassin of the president U 
sentenced to execution within a few 
week* <?niy after tbe commission of bis 
Scl* It Is not because the act was wit- 
nessed by a cloud of witnesses whose 
concurring evidence would overwhelm- 
ingly establish tbe fact of the shooting. 
Thousands of crimes have been com- 
mitted In this country where the act 
done Is as easily susceptible of abso- 
lute proof. Primarily and chiefly, It Is 
because the entire country was aroused 
to the highest point of disapprobation 
of the deed. In other words and in 
plainer speech, public sentiment was 
*tgalnst it. Public sentiment unmistak- 
ably condemned It. So, therefore, It 
mutt be open to shallow observation 
that If the people desire speedy trials 
and sure convictions where crimes 
have been committed, they should 
arouse themselves, not simply their 
servants. They should awaken their 
own consciences, not simply prick the 
consciences of public officials. When- 
ever the people are aroused to the great 
danger to the country from assassina- 
tions, thefts in high places, perjuries 
to rob the public treasury, combina- 
tions to defraud Individuals and the 
public alike— In other words when pub- 
lic sentiment against such high crimes 
shall assume such definite shape as that 
the servants of the people can not fail 
to note It, then may we expect the 
speedy trial and certain conviction. 
Public officials simply reflect the views 
aod sentiments and desires of the pub- 
lic at large. If the peoplo themselves 
are Indifferent to the baneful effects of 
crimes against person and property, it 
is against reason to expect efficient ser- 
vice from the servant In the adminis- 
tration of criminal laws. If there were 
in tbe United States a large political 
party — respectable only in numbers 
which approved the assassination of tbe 
president, Czolgosz would yet be un-( 
convicted. If. perchance, he might 
have escaped Immediate capture, he 
could have found an asylum among 
those partisans. But being captured, 
this same congregation of partisans 
would have employed counsel for his 
defense, jurors would have been chal- 
lenged to the uttermost limit of tbe 
law, the plea of insanity would have 
been Interposed, possibly the assassin 
would have been directed to fall down 
in a simulated tit, tlowers and delicacies 
would have been sent to him in jail, the 
judge of the court would have been ac- 
cused of being an unclrcumclsed bar- 
barian for no* suspending the trial, and 
among his friends he would have been 
canonized as a martyr to civil liberty, 



But happily for the country, beautiful- 
ly to the credit of Us moral sense, 
‘ there is no considerable body of people 

* In this countrv wbl.’h approves, either 
openly or secretly, the assassination of 
the president. Public sentiment de- 

* nounces the act and condemns the ac- 
tor. It Is rather a breezy and faulty 
figure of speech, but if tbe people will 
Innoculate themselves with a righteous 
indignation against all kinds of high 
crimes — assassinations, public pilfer- 
ing, treasury thefts aod raids on public 
money— we will have a better service 
In our courts, by our juries, and the 
hangman will have his Inning.
